The32

programs shall also be recognized as being programs33

that are scientifically based with evidence of their34

effectiveness in reducing substance abuse in children.35

(iii) The department of public health shall utilize36

a request for proposals process to implement the grant37

program.38

(iv) All grant recipients shall participate in a39

program evaluation as a requirement for receiving grant40

funds.41

(v) Of the funds allocated in this subparagraph42

subpart (a), up to $44,922 may be used to administer43

substance abuse prevention grants and for program44

evaluations.45

(b) Of the funds allocated in this subparagraph46

(1), $273,062 shall be used for culturally competent47

substance abuse treatment pilot projects.48

(i) The department shall utilize the amount49

allocated in this subparagraph subpart (b) for at least50
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three pilot projects to provide culturally competent1

substance abuse treatment in various areas of the2

state. Each pilot project shall target a particular3

ethnic minority population. The populations targeted4

shall include but are not limited to African American,5

Asian, and Latino.6

(ii) The pilot project requirements shall provide7

for documentation or other means to ensure access8

to the cultural competence approach used by a pilot9

project so that such approach can be replicated and10

improved upon in successor programs.11

(2) Of the funds allocated in this paragraph “b”,12

up to $3,116,852 may be used for problem gambling13

prevention, treatment, and recovery services.14

(a) Of the funds allocated in this subparagraph15

(2), $2,579,000 shall be used for problem gambling16

prevention and treatment.17

(b) Of the funds allocated in this subparagraph18

(2), up to $437,852 may be used for a 24-hour helpline,19

public information resources, professional training,20

and program evaluation.21

(c) Of the funds allocated in this subparagraph22

(2), up to $100,000 may be used for the licensing of23

problem gambling treatment programs.24

(3) It is the intent of the general assembly that25

from the moneys allocated in this paragraph “b”,26

persons with a dual diagnosis of substance abuse27

and gambling addictions shall be given priority in28

treatment services.29

c. Notwithstanding any provision of law to the30

contrary, to standardize the availability, delivery,31

cost of delivery, and accountability of problem32

gambling and substance abuse treatment services33

statewide, the department shall continue implementation34

of a process to create a system for delivery of35

treatment services in accordance with the requirements36

specified in 2008 Iowa Acts, chapter 1187, section37

3, subsection 4. To ensure the system provides a38

continuum of treatment services that best meets the39

needs of Iowans, the problem gambling and substance40

abuse treatment services in any area may be provided41

either by a single agency or by separate agencies42

submitting a joint proposal.43

(1) The system for delivery of substance abuse44

and problem gambling treatment shall include problem45

gambling prevention by July 1, 2012. The department46

shall submit a proposed legislative bill in accordance47

with section 2.16, for consideration during the 201248

legislative session, addressing any statutory revisions49

necessary for full implementation of the system.50
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(2) The system for delivery of substance abuse and1

problem gambling treatment shall include substance2

abuse prevention by July 1, 2014.3

(3) Of the funds allocated in paragraph “b”, the4

department may use up to $100,000 for administrative5

costs to continue developing and implementing the6

process in accordance with this paragraph “c”.7

d. The requirement of section 123.53, subsection8

5, is met by the appropriations and allocations made9

in this Act for purposes of substance abuse treatment10

and addictive disorders for the fiscal year beginning11
